






Four soum in Oakla id double slaying

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OAKLAND — A woman found slabbed to 
death on the Stanford University can ms and a 
man found bludgeoned to death in^dwood 
City were kidnapped from an OakKpd apart¬ 
ment building, poUce said Thursday. 

Investigators said the brutal kill 
have involved narcotics, a money sc;i] 
sibly revenge for some kind of double 

Four men seen in the apartmen 
with the dead man are being sought. 

Authorities on Thursday identifi^llthe dead 
woman as 18-vear-old TracL^yter. yho car¬ 
ried identification from botn New jfork and 
Pennsylvania. 

Authorities believe the dead man \k Tony t. 
Smith, 32, who is of Jamaican desceni|and has 
been known to use several different n;Hes. 

Police beUeve the two were possibly boy¬ 
friend and girlfriend. Smith has livcfl in the 
apartment building on Merritt Aveifce three 


years while the woman ^ ^parently came to 
Oakland from the East C 3ist a month or so 
ago. Their bodies were di fevered Wednesday 
morning.

Oakland police said tl* victims were ab¬ 
ducted about 10:30 p.m| Tuesday from an 
apartment building at 521 Merritt Ave., just 
east of Lake Merritt. i 

PoUce said the actual lenter of the apart¬ 
ment is a West Oakland ifen who also rented 


the car at least|)ne of the victims was abducted 
in. PoUce beUive the man and woman either 
were confrontal in the building garage or pos¬ 
sibly came Mingly from their second floor 
apartment. Thire was no sign of forced entry 
to the apartmelit and some valuable items were 
left untouched,]poUce said. 

A witness lad poUce of seeing four African- 
American menJwearing similar clothing almost 
like uniforms *anding m the elevator witli the 
man lying unOpiiscious on the floor. 

Two of the lien later were seen driving from 
the garage in] a 1996 Chrysler found aban¬ 
doned on Wtt>d Drive in the Oakland hills. 
That car was the one rented by the man who 
also rented ttn Merritt apartment. 

An area resident said the Chrysler had been 
on Wood Diive since about 11:30 p.m. 
Tuesday. Blocxl and other evidence linked to 
the kidnapping^' were found in the car’s trunk, 
poUce said. J
